SYDNEY, N.S., June 4—Mainten- 
ance work in all collieries in South 
Cape Breton was at a standstill to- 
night with the exception of one man, 
according to a statement issued by 
officials of the British Emptre Steel 
Corporation, The issuance of the 
statement followed the inauguration 
of rigid picketing operations by the 
district executive of the United Mine 
Workers of America, District 26, 
who have been on strike over a wage 
dispute for three months.

divided whole, with its present im- 
portal ties, and that is the company 
I have the honor to represent.” 

Best Equipped. 

Declaring thet the man who had

WINNIPEG, ~ June 4-—(Canadian 
Press©There has been a distinct de- 
creasé fm the number of drug addicts 
in Cafiada in the last two years, ae 
cording to a paper prepared by I° w. 
Cowan, superintendent of the federal 
health department, Ottawa, and read 
by Chief W. C. Crabb, of Welland, 
Ont., at today’s session of the 21st an 
nual convention of the Chief Con- 
stables’ Association of Canada 

The papare contracted the com- 
monly held theory that use of parco 
tles caused crime, Narcotic drugs 
tended to make the addict, if he turn- 
ed to crime, a criminal of the sneak 
thief type, and not of the argressive 
bandit style, The number of young 
women and men becoming addicts 
was on a very definito decrease 

Mr. Cowan advocated medical care 
and treatment for the addicts rather 
than prison cells, 

During the afternoon delegates to 
the convention paid tribute to the 
memory of members of the Winnipeg 
police force, 29 in number, who had 
paid the supreme sacrifice in the 
Great War, by placing wreaths at the 
soldiers’ monument,

NO OUCASION TO HURRY. 

While Premier Greenfield maintains a char- 
acteristic and discreet silence on the subject, if 
seems to be assumed very generally that the na- 
tural resources are not to be turned over to the 
control of the Provincial Government this year, 
Congratulations would seem to be accordingly 
due to the taxpayers of the Provinee, while the 
probability is that the Premier and his colleagues 
are not worrying about the withholding of these 
very doubtful blessings. 

Figures produced during the late session of 
the Legislature showed that the Dominion Govy- 
ernment is making nothing out of the administra- 
tion of the resources. On the contrary it is losing 
money, and has lost money almost if not every 
year. Andsthe Dominion is not handling the 
resources with a view to extracting revenue out of 
them but with the objeet of getting them develop- 
ed. Land is given away free as homesteads. Tim- 
ber, mining’ grazing and other leases are granted 
at rates calculated to encourage the utilization of 
these resources rather than to make them sources 
of income for the national treasury. 

If the Province took over the management of 
the resources one of two things would have to 
happen. The Province—that is the taxpayers— 
world have to pay the loss which the Dominion 
row bears as a result of their administration. Or 
the development policy would have to give way 
to a pelicy of exploiting the resourees for what 
revenue could be got out of them; with the neces 
sary result of discouraging settlement and de- 
elopment enterprise. 'Tases being alreedy numer 
ous enough and heavy enough, and activity none 
100 prevalent, there would seem to be nothing to 
grieve over if the Province continues for a few 
years to dvaw hard cash from the Dominion 
treasury instead of surrendering the annual grant 
for the privilege of becoming ‘land poor.”’ 


GETTING BACK TO NORMAL. 

If two deferred contests go Liberal the Dun- 
ning Government will probably have 51 support 
ers in the next Saskatchewan Legislature, out of 
a total of 63 members. The customary remarks 
ubout the desirability of an election resulting in 
a definite decision are therefore strictly ang em- 
phatically in order. The result in Saskatchewan 
could not have been made much more decisive 
without making it unanimous 

Present returns credit the Government with a 
gain of four seats and the Conservatives with a 
gain of two. The relative increases are about in 
the proportion that the policies of the two parties 
merited. But the significaat 
gained while the Progressives lost. Nine ‘‘inde- 
pendents’’ were elected ac the genera! elections in 
une, 1921, A-change of name evidently did no‘ 
profit the third party, since of 388 candidates 
nounnated last week only five survive the fray. 

The hope of the Progressives was not to gain 
power but to consolidate themselves as the second 
party in the Legislature, and the dominant fac- 
tion in a coalition Government shoul! the Dun- 
ning Ministry be defeated. The verdict from 
the polls is not more one of approval of the Gov- 
ernment than it is one of condemnation of th: 
Progressives. As a political unit they lost, lost 
tieavily in proportion to their former standing, 
and still more heavily im proportion to their 
ittempt to better that standing. 

The inference is plain. The voters of the prov- 
ince will have none of groupism, They are align- 
ing themselves once more, and more decisively 
than before, on the traditional two-party basis. 
They want first of al! stability of government and 
a line of political cleavage which represents 4 
definite difference in principle and policy. The 
Progressive cause in Saskatchewan is a wreck, 
and its leader defeated. 

What follows may be forecasted with some 
sonfidence. Those Progressive members who 
incline to the Liberal rather than the Conserva- 
tive creed, if there are any, will probably give 
their support to the Government. The others will 
take the opposite course. And without separate 
representation and leadership in the Legislature 
the Progressive voters thronghout the Provinee 
will take their places again in the two older 
parties from which they proke away. The third 
party it may be assumed is in the process of van- 
ishing from the scene and leaving the political 
situation in that province to resume its normal 
aspect. 


RELIEF FOR PEACE RIVER FARMERS. 

Peace River delegates bring back an encour- 
aging report from Ottawa as to the offer made by 
the head of the National system to relieve the 
railway situation in the north-west. Sir Henry 
Thornton, it is said, is willing to take over the 
B.D. and B.C. on a ten-year lease; to assume 
liability for the upkeep and extension of the 
road; to establish prairie rates going and coming 
on a one-line basis; and to build an outlet to the 
Coast when production in the Peace River dis- 
trict warrants the expenditure. On condition that 
a million and a half acres of land in the district 
be reserved for sule to raise money with which to 
build the projected outlet, 

Some scheme of the kind has heen foreshadow- 
ed by previous reports from the Federal capinal. 
If this outline is substantially eorrect it offers 
perhaps as good # solution of the difficulty as is 
possible. he settlers in the Peace River country 
need pelief, and need it now. The construction of 
a new cutlet, sv of ten of them would not make 
the crop of the present season profitable without 
« yeduetion in the rates on the railway which 
ulready is ‘‘in being."’ Bringing these rates Gown 
to the basis of rates chargeable elsewhere, and 
operating the read as part of a transcontinental 
system, ix the only policy that offers an oppor.

Sentiment 
will not pay interest. In Peace River, as else- 
where, railway construction must be undertaken 
as conditions warrant. To antfzipate conditions 
would only be to repeat the mistakes out of which 
the present situation arose. It was building in 
advance of actual and imminent requirements 
that produced the difficulty which already exists 
An outlet to the Coas¢ will heve to be built when 
conditions demand. At the moment the import- 
ant thing is te establish rates on the existing rail- 
way which will give the farmers in the Feace 
River region a fair chance to make a living and 
prosper, 

Railway land grants are proverbially and 
deservedly unpopular in the West. To set aside a 
million and a half acres of land in the Peace River 
country and hold it until it can be sold at a good 
price will not help the enlargement of production 
upon which the building of a new outlet is de- 
pendent. It will retard ‘that production. And if 
the land is selected. as other railway Jand was 
selected, on the checker board principle, the set- 
tlers on the intervening homestei.ds will for years 
have to pay a double share of school and other 
local taxes. If the scheme coyld be carried with- 
vut the land grant it would be a hundred per 
cent. better. 

Hut it is probably not possible to get the 
needed relief without paying the price, The tax- 
payers of all Canada ‘have to make good the losses 
of the National railways Parliament and _ the 
Government are bound to consider the pockets of 
people in eastern Canada as weil as those of tho 
settlers in Peaee River. It is doubtfyl if the 
National could be made to extend relief in that 
district on any terms other than that the plan be 
made self-sustaining, and a land grant is perhaps 
the only way in which any such scheme could be 
made to carry itself financially’ in tite lohg run. 
All things considered, while it would be prefer- 
able to get the relief without the price, real relief 
granted immediately will be cheap at the price.
